DEATH OF GENERAL WOLFE 

Тнк approaching anniversary of tha death of the c«lobrated General 
Woite affords us ка opportunity of introduoiag on page 136 an en- 
graving of the most momentous page of hie history. 1t cannot be 
better introduced thau by a short biography and a sketch of the 
glorious campaign in which he commauded, and which terminated 
his career. Wolfe was born on the 15,5 of January, 1726, and at а 
very early age he obtained a commission іп the English army. In 
1747, he was present at the battle of Lafeldt, and had the good for- 
tune to distioguish himself by bis presenco of mia) at ~ oritical 
junoture. During the seven years which succeeded 1748 be gra- 
dually rose to the rank of lieuteuant-colonel. 

In 1759 an expedition was fitted out against Qaebeo by Fitt, who 
had resolved to deprive the Frenoh orowm of its шой important 
settlements іп America. The commsnd of the бөз foro:s was өз- 
trusted to Saunders; the command of the land forces (7 000 men, 
inoluding provincials) to Wolfe. Тһе "TT arrived at the 
Іше of Orleans on the 26th of June: the fort of 
surrendered to the Eoglish under Amherst фе day before.

state of affairs at Bochfort, and the arguments by which he sup- 
ported the proposal of a descent, and, above ail, his letter addressed 
to the prime minister from his head-quartere at Moutinorenci, show 
that this quality was combiaed with ап obs:rvant and deliberato 
mind.
